ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


Alberta farmers' cash receipts inthe first six months of the year are estimated at $347 
million, an increase of 8.3% over the 1970 figure of $320 million. June cash receipts from 
both the crop and livestock sectors showed considerable improvement over earlier months. 
Shipments of grain from Alberta country elevators totalled 144 million bushels to the end of 


July compared to 138 million bushels in the first seven months of 1970. 


Construction activity continued more promising in June as the value of building permits 
issued inthe first half of 1971 was 39% higher than the value of permits issued in the same per- 
iod last year. Dwelling starts over the January-June period totalled 9, 856 in 1971 compared 
to5,410 in 1970. Loan approvals for new housing increased by 50% and loan approvals for ex- 
isting housing almosttripled. The number of housing starts in Calgary was double the year ear- 
lier figure in the first half of 1971, with the major increase occurring in apartment units. In 
Edmonton the increase was of the order of 56% with single-detached units rising 68% and apart- 


ment units up 53%. 


The upward trend in wholesale and retail trade established early in the year continued 
in May and June with wholesale trade registering a 16% increase over the corresponding month 


in 1970, and retail trade increasing by 6%. 


January-May figures show increases of 22% and 10% respectively over last year in val- 
ue of sales of crude oil and natural gas. Propane sales increased 74% and butane sales rose 
37% over the period. Production of synthetic crude oil was almost 50% greater than in 1970. 
As crude petroleum and gas are exempted from the recently announced increase in United States 
tariffs, production and sales can be expected to remain well above 1970 levels. The effect on 
Alberta exports of the revaluation of the U.S. dollar cannot be determined as yet; but only a 
minor portion are affectedin any case. Coal production decreased slightly in June from earlier 
months; mid year figures indicate the value of production was 97% above last year. 

In July the provincial labour force increased to 702,000 from 677,000 the previous 
month. While the total number employed rose from 652,000 to 674,000, the number of unem- 
ployed also rose slightly from 25, 000 to 28, 000. 

The Edmonton-Calgary consumer price index moved up by .5% in July. At 128.2 it was 
2.2% higher than the July 1970 index of 125.5, The Canada consumer price index moved up by 


0.8% to 134.1 in July from 133.0 in June.

Preliminary acreage estimates for 1971 (1970 figures in brackets; millions of acres) 
show Alberta farmers seeded the following acreages of principal field crops: wheat 3.5 mil- 
lion (2.6), barley 6.1 million (4.7), rapeseed 2.3 million (1.6), hay 3.6 million (3.4). Sum- 


merfallow acreage is estimated at 6.7 million acres compared to 8.9 million acres last year.

Poultry meat production in Alberta was estimated at 79.5 million pounds (eviscerated 
weight) in 1970. This was 15% more than the 69.2 million pounds produced in 1969. Farm 
consumption of poultry meat by producers was estimated at 5 million pounds during the year 
witha value of $1.2 million. The value of poultry sold by Alberta producers was $20.6 million. 
Egg production inthe province during 1970 amounted to 43.9 million dozen valued at $16. 3 mil- 


lion. 


In1970, retail sales in Alberta of new motor vehicles declined by 17,580 units to a total 
of 66,271 units; a drop of 21% from 1969. Total sales were comprised of 46, 750 passenger 
ears and 19,521 commercial vehciles. In dollar terms, sales declined to $252.6 million from 
$315.5 million the previous year. 

In 1969 a total of 15 strikes and lockouts in the province, involved 2,221 workers. The 
total number of man-days lost due to work stoppages was 64,000. The comparative Western 
Canada figures for the year are 111 stoppages involving 23,404 workers with 432,920 man days 
lost. In all of Canada for the year there were 595 strikes and lockouts, 306,799 workers were 


affected and 7, 751, 880 man days were lost.

Mid year 1971 capital and repair expenditure forecasts covering the main sectors of 
Alberta's economy indicate intended outlays of $2,671 million, an increase of 6% over the ear- 
lier forecast of $2,528 million. The largest increases occurred in the housing sector ($84 mil- 
lion) followed by manufacturing ($42 million) and institutional services and government depart- 
ments ($24 million). Only the utilities sector reported a decrease in spending intentions from 
those anticipated at the beginning of the year. The most recent survey of investment intentions 
was conducted in May and June; the effect on investment programmes of the recently announced 
United States economic measures cannot be assessed at this time.
